Eight Killed 
During Riots 
In Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon, May 30 
(AP) —Political violence ex­ 
ploded in Beirut today. Eight 
rioters were killed by gunfire 
and scores of others injured 
before 
the 
army 
restored 
order. 
It was 'the first serious 
trouble in advance of parlia­ 
mentary elections set to begin 
June 9 in this traditionally 
pro-Western Arab nation. The 
elections are looked upon as a 
test of strength for pro-Egvp- 
tian and pro-Western forces. 
The rioting flared when troops 
and police tried to stop a demon­ 
stration and general strike led by 
two former premiers who are in 
opposition to Premier Sami Solh. 
The two are Saeb Salam, and Ab­ 
dullah Yafi. 
Salam was hit in the face by a 
rifle butt wielded by a soldier. 
He suffered a three-inch gash on 
his face and was taken to a hos­ 
pital for treatment. The govern­ 
ment announced he Is under ar­ 
rest, along with other rioters.

“This brings to an end a strike that had been in progress 
at the company’s plants since May 3. The selection of the 
American Arbitration Assn. representative as arbitrator was 
agreed upon between the company and the union at a meeting 
yesterday."

Vittorio, a slight, serious-faced 
youngster with blue eyes and a 
crew haircut, told newsmen after 
the reunioa with his parents that 
he knew his folks would worry 
about him but didn’t think they 
would believe any harm had be­ 
fallen him. 
The parents, Count and Countess 
Ludovico Barattieri, were distres­ 
sed by only one thing after the 
reuirion—they said they still were 
unable to understand the boy’s ac­ 
tion despite his explanation. 
Viitorio had been on his way

His father and mother instituted 
a nationwide search, voicing fears 
he had been kidnaped. On April 
30 the father told authorities h»j 
was convinced that the boy was 
dead. 
However, on May 18 the mother 
went on the NBC-TV program “To­ 
day" to make a public appeal for 
help. During Rte program a photo­ 
graph of the boy was shown. 
A man who saw the television 
program spotted the youth on a 
Manhattan street last night and 
notified the FBI. Agents soon had 
the boy in custody and telephoned 
the parents, who were stunned to 
disbelief until FBI men put the 
boy himself on the phone. 
Vittorio told newsmen he left 
Chichgo “just on the spur of the 
moment — just to provide myself 
with. self-assurance and maturity.”

Robert S. Allen Report* 


Gov. George M. Leader said the obvious 
th in g when he descril>ed federal approval 
o f the proposed 291-mile Keystone Short- 
w ay as a potential “economic shot-in-the- 
a rm ” for the many Pennsylvania com­ 
munities affected by the SOO-million-dollar 
project* 
And he was right, we believe, in 
warning Republican legislative leaders 
* 
lo abandon plans to curtail the state’s 
Industrial development 
program be­ 
cause the Shortway “must go hand in 
hand” with efforts lo develop indus­ 
trial expansion in Pennsylvania. 
“Industry wants to go where there are 
good roads/’ the Governor observed. “The 
Shortway project across Pennsylvania from 
Sharon to Stroud tu r* is one of the out­ 
standing highway indertakings in the na­ 
tion. 
By providing a direct east-west in­ 
terstate link (between Chicago and New 
York) it emphatically serve* a vital func­ 
tion for Pennsylvania/* 
Communities located along the Short­ 
w ay route have justifiable reason to ex­ 
pect the state to assist in this development 
through its Industrial Development Au­ 
thority. 
It would be a great mistake, then, for 
th e legislative leaders 
in Harrisburg to 
deny the authority a modest request for 


fiv e million dollars with which to cany on 
its w ork in the next biennium. 
A though this authority has been oper­ 
a tin g less than ten months, it has proved 
its w orth. It has made loans or loan com­ 
m itm e n ts totaling $2,068,397 on 17 com­ 
m u n ity industrial building projects which 
will provide jobs for hundreds of Pennsyl­ 
v a n ia n s in “labor surplus” areas. 
O n the basis of applications approved or 
p en d in g , the authority has only $1,727,621 
in uncommitted funds. Clearly this is not 
n e a rly enough to finance another two 
y e a rs of operations. 
T h e administration’s request for five 
m illion dollars cannot be regarded as an 
ou trigh t grant of public funds. It is liter­ 
ally an investment in the future of Penn­ 
sy lv an ia. 
Any effort of the Republicans to fit 
t h is request into their admirable cam­ 
p aign to cut the budget would be the 
H eight of short-sightedness. The rel­ 
atively trivial sums being loaned for 
th e construction of industrial plants 
a r e one of the wisest investments the 
a la te could make. 
W e urge the General Assembly to give 
its overwhelming support to the Governor’s 
in d u strial program by voting the five mil­ 
lio n dollars requested for the authority. 


Traffic Safety Tied Closely With Eyesight 


The suspicion has been growing for some 
tim e that physical examinations for driv­ 
ers’ licenses are not stiff enough. Law en­ 
forcement officers ra th e r generally enter­ 
tain this view. 
Their contention has now won new sup­ 
port from the New' York motor vehicle 
bureau. 
It has been conducting studies to learn 
what link may exist between poor driving 
id p o o r vision. 
If its tests prove satis­ 
factory they may soon be used as a re­ 


q uirem ent for licensing future applicants. 
T w enty thousand persons tested in 1956 
sh o w ed one in four had some eye condition 
w h ic h constituted a patential driving haz­ 
a r d . 
Stack this discovery up alongside the 
p o lice opinion that 90 percent of all driv­ 
in g decisions are based on sight, and we 
g e t an idea of the importance of good 
v isio n . 
Consequently, the importance of uni­ 
f o rm and rigid standards of vision is 
abundantly evident.

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Father DeLuca To Celebrate Anniversary Mass 


THOUSANDS of Americana and 
Canadian* of Italian descent have 
Hocked to ma Met In Roman Cath* 
•He church** these past 96 years 
to hear a stocky, soft-spoken East 
Stroudsburg man who speaks their 
elative tongue. 
He Is Rev. Silvio DeLuca. This 
Sunday, Father Silvio will “come 
borne" to celebrate the 96th year 
of his ordination as a priest. He 
will officiate at a special Mass of 
Thanksgiving at ll a. rn. In St 
Matthew’s. 
Prominent among the audience 
will be Italian-Americans of Mon­ 
roe County whose confessions the 
mild-mannered priest will hear on 
Saturday, in their own language. 
Assisting In Sunday'* special mass 
will be Msgr. Salvatore Florey of 
St. Lucy's Church, Scranton, who 
will be deacon; Rev. Leopold Sny­ 
der, aub-deaoon and Rev. Harold 
C . Durkin, pastor of St. Matthew’s 
who will be the arch-priest. 
All parishioners have been In­ 
vited to attend the mass and the 


reception which will be held In Ste 
parochial school auditorium from 
i;90 to T p. rn. There will also be 
a benediction service at 7:10 p. rn. 
at St. Matthew's with Fr. Silvio 
again officiating. 
In 
th e 
congregation Sunday 
morning 
will 
be 
the 
prieat's 
mother, Mrs. Marla DeLuca, now 
•0; his brother, Anthony, operator 
of a shoe shop and his sister, Mrs. 
George Pabst, all of East Strouds­ 
burg. Other brothers and sisters 
who live outside the county are 
also preparing to attend. Only one 
of the other seven—a brother who 
lives in Phoenix, Arlsona—will be 
unable to cotnf. 
Fr. Silvio has "many reasons to 
be happy, coming bavk." For him, 
be happy, coming back." For him, 
with good memories ami "I’m still 
proud of them. I never realised 
their full beauty until I began to 
travel. Then I found out I had 
something to brag about. I'd say 
I was from Stroudsburg or East 
Stroudsburg and they'd say: That's 
right in the Poconos." 
Silvio DeLuca 
came 
to The, 


Stroud shunts In I tll from Roseto. 
He attended East Stroudsburg pub­ 
lic schools three years, then spent 
two years In Stroudsburg school 
and "some of my teachers are still 
here, 
I 
think." His adolescent 
years were spent In normal school­ 
boy fashion: He worked two years 
for Matteo Dave, caddied for six 
years at Buckwood (now Shawnee) 
Inn, played In an Ill-fated brass 
band. 
It was In his freshman year 
(ninth grade) that Silvio decided 
to become a priest. Like many 
Important lifetime decisions, this 
one was made through the In­ 
fluence of another man's example. 
The example came 
from 
Rev. 
Francis Minor of the Holy Cross 
Order who had come back from 
India and a long period of work 
among the natives there. "It was 
an Impressive thing for me—that 
a man should decide of his free 
will to give up America with all 
its privileges and conveniences to 
try to lead men In another coun­ 
try to God,” he says now. 
A second deciding factor came 
with the visit of Fr. Leopold Sny­ 
der of the Passionate Order, one 
of the world’s most unusual train­ 
ing grounds for contemplative* and 
priests. The order is 200 years 
old. It was founded in Northern 
Italy by St. Paul of the Cross. It 
holds up God’s "(great, proven love 
for Man as it was manifested In 
Ole suffering and death of Jesus 
on the Cross" as its fundamental 
tenet. The strongest and most 
basic of all motives for loving God 
Is that He loved Mankind first, the 
Order teaches. 
Passionists take 
the customary three major vows 
of the Catholic order’s faith—pov 
arty, chastity and obedience. They 
add a fourth: To promote to the 
limit of their ability, a full Iness­ 
a s — 
------------------ 


ore of devotion to the Passion of 
Christ s last days on earth. 
When Fr. Leopold finished his 
stay during 40-hour devotions in 
East Stroudsburg, 
Silvio's 
mind 
was decided. With the help of Fr. 
Butler, then pastor of St. Mat­ 
thew’s and of Fr. Leopold, Silvio 
DeLuca entered seminary in Dun­ 
kirk, N. Y. in September of 1932. 
He finished his training and went 
to Pittsburgh as a noviate. He 
was ordained in May, IMS at St. 
Michael's Pessimist Monastery in 
Union City, N. 
J. Within 
nine 
months he had started en what 
seems to be his chosen life work: 
Conducting 
"missions" 
in 
both 
English and Italian. Hie work, so 
far, has taken him through all of 
the Eastern U. S. states and much 
of Canada where large population 
centum are made up, at least in 
part, wf older Italian people from 
the poorer sections of Italy who 
had never been able to learn Eng­ 
lish. Fr. Silvio’s individual light 
as a priest began to shine more 
clearly 
and 
distinctly. Mission 
work is designed to help men and 
women return to the basic ideals 
and theories of their faith. 
"The work I do is especially 
suited to help people* review their 
religion," 
Fr. 
Silvio says. "In 
mission work you can concentrate 
on the foundation of faith—the real­ 
ity of God, the preciousness of the 
human soul, the reality of life after 
death, the necessity of the com­ 
mandments for true order and hap­ 
piness in human life. More than 
anything else: That the love of 
God means giving Him time, at­ 
tention and service first and only 
in this way can we give regulated 
time, attention and true service to 
our neighbors." 
To further 
Passioniat 
thought 
and ideals, Fr. Silvio trained him­ 


self to use the medium of radio. 
He has given at lca*t 60 broadcasts 
over Station WFCB in Dunkirk in 
the two languages he speaks fluent­ 
ly and has done a large amount of 
radio work in Canada. 
Returning now to celebrate his 
silver jubilee as a priest, Fr. Silvia 
haa arrived at hit own personal 
philosophy In human relations as 
well as a fervent interpretation of 
the Passionist's thoughts. On Sun­ 
day, he said, he will be saying a 
mass with true gratitude in his 
heart: For ail his life has given 
him, for God's enormous blessings, 
for the careful planning which has 
gone into the celebration by local 
priests, Fr. Durkin, Rev. Francis 
Barrett and Rev. John Esseff and 
the nuns in the local parish school. 
"Because of the nature of the 
work I do, dealing with so many 
varied people, I’ve always held an 
optimistic view of life and of peo­ 
ple," he says. "In my work, I 
see the best in them. 
"I’ve been in all the major cities 
in the East and it'* the same no 
matter where I go. Men are so 
often criticized and condemned, yet 
when you meet them 
and they 
open up and let you Inside their 
hearts and minds, you are able to 
see the aspirations, the desires, 
even the efforts that other people 
never suspect are there. 
"It is a great thing to find good­ 
ness in men in whom it is not sus­ 
pected. It has made my life and 
my work cheerful and happy," the 
priest says.

The Suite D e p a r t m e n t an­ 
nounced today the government 1s 
’’actively considering" reductions 
in both the U. S. military and ci­ 
vilian personnel now stationed on 
the island bastion off the coast bf 
China. 
Aid Program 
Secretary of Defense Wilson said 
the rioting, in which the U. S. Em­ 
bassy was sacked and several per­ 
sona Injured, “highlighted the need 
lor the United States to take an­ 
other look” at its military aid pro­ 
gram on Formosa. 
Wilson also disclosed he is seek­ 
ing a 12 per cent reduction in the 
number of military men assigned 
to all foreign aid and advisory 
groups overseas.
